These  are  being 
constructed  by  the  costume  com- 
mittee with  thevaid  of  Home  Eco- 
nomics students. 

Mr.  Sensenbacn  considers  the 
play  “some  of  Shaw’s  writing, 
whether  one  considers  him  as 
an  impudent  wit,  a social  philoso- 
pher, or  a master  of  dramatic 
prose  and  rhetoric.” 

“A  little-known  fact  about  the 
play,”  he  added,  “is  that  the 
play  was  first  produced,  not  in 
English,  but  in  German.  It  was 
first  performed  in  Berlin  in  1913. 
The  first  American  performance 
of  the  play  was  also  in  German, 
in  1914.  The  first  English  per- 
formances of  the  play  were  in 
London  and  New  York,'  both  in 
1914.” 

Leading  roles  in  the  play  will 
be  taken  by  Gayle  Hall  and  Craig 
Lillywhite,  and  there  is  also  a 
large  supporting  cast. 

The  play  will  run  through  Sat- 
urday night  with  performances 
beginning  each  night  at  8:15.

For  Annual  Journalism  Award

of  the  annual  Deseret  News  internship  and  scholarship  award  last 
week  by  Theron  Liddle,  Deseret  News  managing  editor. 

Mr.  Forsyth,  Spring  Canyon,  was  considered  for  the  award  in 
addition  to  six  other  BYU  students.  Decision  giving  Mr.  Forsyth 
the  scholarship  was  made  because 
of  his  qualifications  and  ability 
in  the  journalism  field. 

The  UNIVERSE  managing  edi- 
tor has  been  associated  with  the 
Y newspaper  since  1948.  He  was 
appointed  associate  editor  in 
1949.  From  1950  to  1952  he  served 
a mission  in  Great  Britain.
